The exhibition, comprised of 
138 original prints created on 
J.-llowships at Tamarind (Los 
Angeles) by 34 artists from 13 
ft ate* and three foreign coun­ 
tries, marks the midway mile­ 
stone under a three-year grant 
from the Ford Foundation's 
Program in Humanities and 
the Arts "to restore the art of 
lithograph to the United 
States."

The Everts' lithograph in the 
exhibition it titled: "Execu­ 
tion."

The establishment of Tama­ 
rind M * non-profit center to 
train artisans and initiate art­

er the only chemical device 
used to measure the blood al­ 
cohol content of accident-in­ 
volved intoxicated drivers in 
Los Angeles.

The Breathalyzer, a new in­ 
strument which will save thou­ 
sands of dollars annually for 
the city's taxpayers, has been 
placed in operation, according 
to Deputy Chief H. W. Sulli­ 
van, commander of the Los 
Angeles Police Department's 
Traffic Bureau.

THE Breathalyzer, like the ' supervision of the LAPD's

1. WHILE THE balloon test 
(Intoximeter) requires hbora- 
tory analysis to obtain precise 
evidence for the court, an ac­ 
curate result from a Breath­ 
alyzer test is immediately 
available without additional 
laboratory costs.

2. The same instrument can 
be used for an unlimited num­ 
ber of tests at a cost of 70 
cents per suspect, as opposed 
to the balloon test which is! ing under way for over a

The instruments are small 
enough to be carried In police
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placed in divisional police 
headquarters in the central 
area where bookings are made 
and also In Main and Central 
Jails and Central Receiving 
Hospital. Their use will later 
be expanded to the Harbor, 
West Los Angeles, and San 
Fernando Valley areas. 

The LAPD has verified the 
accuracy of the Breathalyzer 
by many comparisons with lab­ 
oratory analysis of blood con­ 
taining alcohol, and its read­ 
ings have been accepted by 
the courts, Chief Sullivan said. 

The basic principle of the

Breathalyzer is that the breath 
is bubbled through a chemical 
solution which changes color 
in proportion to the amount of 
alcohol present. This change is 
measured photo-electrically 
against a comparison solution 
and the change Is registered 
on a scale in terms of per­ 
centage of blood alcohol
